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MULTIPLE SCREENING DEMONSTRATED TWO MOUNTAIN COUNTIES

How enthusiastic community 
health program can spill into 
boring county was demonstrated this 
spring and early summer two small 
counties which contract with the State 
Department Public Health for 
services. came about simply because 
the health officer Mono County was 
invited health fair Alpine 
County. For the past years, Alpine 
County, the county California with 
the smallest population, 397 people, 
has had annual ‘‘health The 
first health fair was held trailer 
parked beside the court house 
Markleeville. Immunizations and 
display posters and literature were 
the main features. 


Alpine County Health Fair 
Becomes Annual Event 

The following year, the health event 
was ‘‘open house,’’ prompted 
the acquisition abandoned but 
usable school house, made available 
the Alpine County Health Depart- 

ment for public health services. The 
next year, similar event took place 
and health fair for Alpine County 
now seemed destined annual 
Each year, new dimensions 


were added. Immunizations, exhibits, 
control, vision and hearing 
tests, health films and dental inspec- 
tions were some the services offered.

This spring, the major attraction 
was complete multiple screening 
program for adults years age 
and over. With the full support the 
part-time health officer who services 
the county from nearby city the 
State Nevada, the mothers club, 
the health nurse assigned part- 
time from the Tahoe Office 
Dorado County, and with technical 
and educational direction from the 
Central Staff the Bureau Public 
Health Contract Services, the multiple 
screening program was planned. 

With the help corps active 
volunteers from the mothers club, and 
with the assistance physicians, pub- 
lic health nurses, dentist, nutri- 
tionist and other professional person- 
nel from the State Department 
Health, tests for heart impair- 
ment, diabetes, tuberculosis, hearing 
loss, vision abnormalities, weight prob- 
lems, venereal disease and cancer de- 
tection were offered. Immunizations 
for polio, tetanus and smallpox were 
also available. Prior each 
individual was given questionnaire 
(an adaption the Cornell Medical 
Index) gain some information 
his her medical history. Each 
individual, the conclusion the 
had interview with the 
health officer, who also the family 
physician for most the residents 
this little county the east side 
the Sierra Nevada. 

Multiple screening was not the 
only part the annual health fair 
this year. Forty pre-school children 
had complete physical examinations, 


including immunizations and tuber- 
tests. School-age children had 
the benefit tuberculin tests and 
dental examinations and there were 
health films, educational displays and 
socialization with the help refresh- 
ments supplied the mothers club 
for all. Sixty-three adults over 
years age went through the vari- 
ous screening tests learn more 
about their health. surprising 
amount disease was uncovered, 
unknown. For example, percent 
had vision defects, percent high 
blood sugar, and percent were 
found have elevated blood-pressure. 
was interesting that many these 
persons stated they had not had one 
another these examinations for 
years and some never. Sev- 
eral the pre-school children were 
found recent tuberculin con- 
verters and one little girl was found 
have large mass her abdomen. 


Interest Spreads Mono County 


Six weeks after the Alpine County 
project, the adjoining County 
Mono with population 2,213 con- 
ducted similar health program. The 
rapid decision for second project 
was precipitated the enthusiasm 
the health officer. was with some 
reservation that the Bureau Public 
Health Contract Services viewed the 
Mono County undertaking with 
little time for planning. From the 
community organization and public 
education aspects, seemed especially 
undesirable plan such major proj- 
ect such short notice. Yet there 
were many factors that made im- 
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perative that held early May, 
the most important ones being the 
impending tourist season, the poten- 
tial loss two physicians who would 
able assist with the examinations 
and the desires the local community. 


was soon demonstrated that the 
enthusiasm and determination the 
health officer have the health fair 
spread like wild-fire throughout the 
Although the Mono County 
Health Fair was almost replica 
its predecessor the county the 
north, accommodate all the people 
ran for three days and evenings 
instead single afternoon and eve- 
ning. The total attendance was about 
1,000 compared 150 Alpine 
County, and nearly percent the 
eligible population went through the 
multiple screening tests. 


techniques and laboratory 
procedures varied somewhat Mono 
County. With the latter program 
coming fast the heels the earlier 
one, the first experiment was effect 
‘‘dry run.’’ Technical procedures 
for the second were carefully studied 
the light the previous experience 
and every effort was made obtain 
better realiability. The concept re- 
liability includes good sensitivity and 
selectivity. sensitivity test one 
that does not yield high percentage 
false negatives; selective spe- 
test will not give too many false 
positives. Although the tests were 
geared detect the same abnor- 
malities, methods gaining results 
changed, and tests detect early 
glaucoma and advanced hearing loss 
were added. 


Mono County, registered nurses 
within the area were recruited and 
assisted with the program eliminating 
the necessity utilizing public health 
nurses. Nurses who had not been 
uniform for years entered into the 
program with glowing ardor and pro- 
fessional dignity. Over 150 volunteers 
under the leadership inspired 
chairman participated during the 
three days. Placement and the job 
training the volunteers was not the 
best, simply because little time be- 
tween shifts and overwhelming 
attendance. However, the volunteers 
were resourceful and cooperative, and 
like the professional staff, worked long 
hours often without breaks for meals. 


Test Results 


the 467 apparently well persons 
Mono County who were examined 


for the detection early illness, 
percent were found have weight 
problems, percent had abnormal 
EKG’s, and percent had high blood 
pressure. About percent the tests 
for diabetes, chest disease and glau- 
coma were abnormal. Only percent 
had positive serologic tests for syph- 
ilis. Knowledge the actual diagnosis 
and discovery disease previously 
undiagnosed not available yet. 
evaluation how much undiagnosed 
disease was brought the attention 
the patient and the physician 
now under way. 


rectal and prostate examination for 
men and the cervical smear and breast 
examination for women. One woman 
with questionable smear had con- 
firmatory diagnosis and corrective 
surgery within the month. Twelve men 
215 examined for early diagnosis 
carcinoma were advised see their 
family physician for further defini- 
tive studies. 


Like the Alpine County Health 
Fair, there were other features besides 
multiple Mono County. 
pre-school children were 
examined and young adults availed 
themselves chest X-rays and im- 
munizations. During the three day 
period, almost half the total popu- 
lation the county visited the com- 
munity hall Bridgeport.

Conclusion 


The two projects multiple screen- 
ing done these two contract coun- 
ties were the nature demonstra- 
tions only. They were planned 
gather information the incidence 
disease and provide useful infor- 
mation the physical status rural 
people far from medical centers and 
counties with limited laboratory 
facilities. hoped that the educa- 
tional impact the community may 
far reaching. Several hundred 
people now know what tests com- 
plete medical examination might in- 
elude. Others have learned that seri- 
ous illness can present though 
symptoms are absent. 


Physicians and nurses from the sur- 
rounding area had the opportunity 
witness well assist with this type 
health service. State Public Health 
Department staff also had oppor- 
tunity actively involved the 
planning and execution chronic 
disease prevention program.

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NEW CALIFORNIA RESTAURANT ACT 


California has new restaurant act, 
which goes into effect September 
15, 1961. This Act, Assembly Bill No. 
264 which was signed into law 
Governor Edmund Brown May, 
strengthens and increases the scope 
the old restaurant act existence 
since 

The definition restaurant the 
new act includes the following, which 
were not included the earlier law: 
and private school cafeterias 
in-plant feeding operations including 
labor camps; clubs, boarding houses 
and guest houses. 

The act also specifically covers itin- 
erant restaurants, vehicles and vend- 
ing machines. 

Other improvements include the re- 
quirements that (a) hot water pro- 
vided with handwashing facilities for 
employees, and (b) perishable foods 
foods served buffets and 
below degrees Fahrenheit held 
temperatures above 140 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

The wording the new act also 
improved over that the old, and 


expected eliminate confusion and 
misinterpretation the law. 


Passage 264 culminates seven 
years work California State 
Health Department staff and others. 
1954 canvass local health de- 
partments indicated need for im- 
proved Restaurant Act and 1955 
and 1956 Department staff worked 
with the California Confer- 
ence Local Health Officers de- 
velop one. 


This bill was introduced into the 
1957 legislature and was referred 
the Assembly Public Health Interim 
Committee. Because opposition 
the proposed bill, subcommittee 
the Interim Committee appointed 
advisory committee develop new 
law. This committee, chaired Ralph 
Tarbett the Department’s Divi- 
sion Environmental Sanitation in- 
cluded representatives the restau- 
rant industry, the culinary workers’ 
unions, California Conference Local 
Health Officers, and industrial cater- 
ers. Counsel was obtained from the 
Public Health Service, local directors

sanitation, and the National Auto- 
matic Merchandising Association. 

The present act, developed this 
advisory committee and introduced 
Assemblyman Grant from 
Long Beach, was strongly supported 
the restaurant industry, the culi- 
nary union, local health departments 
and the California State Department 
Health.

School Vision Screening 


the request the State Depart- 
ment Education the State Depart- 
ment Public Health was asked 
take responsibility for reviewing and 
revising the state manual vision 
this the Department appointed ad- 
visory committee representative 
eye and vision specialties, child and 
school health, school administration, 
and public interest. 

The school vision screening manual 
was last revised 1953. Since that 
time great deal has been added 
the knowledge and literature about 
this subject. Two studies particular 
have contributed the present atti- 
tudes toward vision screening the 
schools: the study done the Chil-
